That the alleged cotton brokers 
denned up many thousands of dol­ 
lars and the fight against them is 
not to end until they are brought to 
justice is indicated in the following 
dispath from New Y o rk: 
Current activities against bucket 
shops posing as odd ioneotton houses 
is only a prelude to a campaign to 
rid New York of all fradulent brok 
crs, Attorney General Carl Sherman 
announced today . 
Injunctions will 
be sought by him restraining firms 
against which complaints are prov 
ed.

The recent failures of odd lot cot­ 
ton houses should warn small trad- 
ers in cotton in the South to take 
i every precaution that brokers with 
whom they deal are reliable and re­ 
sponsible before they entrust tin ir 
money to them, he said.

Taking advantage of the advanc­ 
ing market in raw cotton, these so 
! called brokers—many of whom have 
| never Ixmght or sold a bale of actu- 
]al cotton in their lives—have or- 
ignnized 
a 
network 
of agents 
throughout the cotton belt, In which 
thousands of farmers, shopkeepers, 
clerks 
and 
laborers 
have 
been 
caught. 
The headquarters of those opera­ 
tio ns is New York, and while in a 
m ajority of cases the victims have 
invested only a few hundred dollars, 
the business lias been conducted on 
sueli an extensive scale, that th< 
combined losses will run Into the 
millions.
